Mrs. Wilson carrying the 
brunt of the conversation. 

Miss Margaret Wilson came in dur 
ing the call, but did not remain.

twenty minutes the Hardings left. 

Earlier in the afternoon Mr. and Mrs.

OBSERVATIONS ON 


EXERCISES. 
CORRESPONDENT asks about 
deep breathing exercises, and this 
inquiry has stimulated some ram- 
bling thoughts on the general sub- 

ject. It Is true, as this correspondent 
states, that there is a lot of buncombe 
about deep breathing exercises. The 
tissues need only a certain amount of 
oxygen and, being unable to use any 
more, will not take it. If a person 
breathes deeply he does fill his lungs 
with oxygen; in fact, he overfills his 
blood with ff and in consequence he 
underbreathes until the average . has 
again been reached. 


What very deep breathing does is to 
exercise the great muscles of the chest 
wall, the abdominal wall, and the back 
and neck. And, incidentally, it warms 
up the feet and hands. It is worth while 
throwing the shoulders back, straighten- 
ing the neck and exercising the trunk 
muscles, The man who throws up the 
windows and spends half an hour to one 
hour exercising each morning will have 
fewer colds, coughs, rheumatism at- 
the other fellow. He will 

begin by taking deep breathing exer- 
'clses in order to warm up and overcome 

the effects of the cold air: Nevertheless, 
the amount of exercise for the muscles 
| which such a man gets Is trivial as com- 
| pared with the muscle task of a man 
'who walks two miles to his office daily 
or the farmer who works in the fleld. 

Say a man takes a dozen of one ex- 
ercise and ten of another, and so on, for 
a score of stunts. How does the sum 
total compare with the task of a man 
who walks four miles and gets in nearly 
10,000 steps? 

A man with about an average stride 
can walk about two and a half miles an 
hour without using many muscles except 
his leg muscles and the muscles which 
keep the body erect. He leans forward, 
throws his center of gravity to the front, 
is constantly falling forward, and uses 
the advanced leg to stop the fall. There 
is a very little push on the bottom of 
the foot, a bringing forward of the leg, 
and a lifting of the body. If speed is 
Increased other muscles are brought into 
play.

Besides, 
our description, “ flitting 
among the brush piles” fits the winter 
wren to a T, because he is beyond 
doubt the world’s ‘‘champeen” flitter. 
Comparing pictures or printed de- 
scriptions of the house and winter 
wrens, it is easy enough to distinguish 
them. The winter wren is three- 
fourths of an inch shorter, he is brown- 
ér above and duskier below, and has a 
white stripe over his eye, but when 
you do not have both species side by 
side these differences are edsily over- 
looked. \ 
' The winter wren’s tail is stubby and 
he carries it in a pert, sassy way, that 
once recognized is never forgotten. He 
is a wood wren and not nearly as so- 
ciable as the house wren. So if you 
see a. stubby little wren, who ignores 
you while he flits about the brush, you 
can safely mark him down as a win- 
ter wren, the Brownie of Birdland.

When it gets warmer cover 
them in the garden with an inch of 
dirt, and during the last haif of May |

Warming Up Foods.

Many a woman spends most of her 


day out

woman getting two dinners at the 
same time—one for the next day. For 
instance, she will make enough mashed 
potato for two dinners while she is 
about it, though most people consider 
that mashed potato is not a good thing 


warmed up. Of course it must be well | 
whipped and well seasoned mashed | 
potato that is carried over to a second | 


meal. and it must be carefully covered 
up, no matter where it is put. Here 
are some of the ways of treating it: 

Butter an earthen baking dish of 
the right size and put the potato away 
in that. The next night pour some 
cream over the top, just a thin layer, 
and bake or heat the whole in the 
oven. Instead of putting the potato 
into one baking dish butter ramekins 
enough for the family and put the po- 
tato in these—of course you must plan 
to have enough for them—pour a ta- 
blespoon of cream over each, and bake. 
Cream burns readily, so the oven must 
not be too hot. 

Suppose at the first dinner there was 
some mashed potato, fish (perhaps the 
wonderful shad of this season) and 
some white sauce. Immediately after 
dinner shred the fish and pick out any 
bones, mix it with the white sauce, 
mix this with the mashed potato, and 
treat it just the same as you would 
treat mashed potato for the next day’s 
Or some melted butter and 
bread crumbs may be put over it be- 
fore putting it to heat. It may be put 
in the ramekins.
